Washington, Dec. 12—In his annual 
report just 
made public, Secretary 
Hitchcock scarcely more than alludes 
to the work of enrollment and allot­ 
ment in Indian Territory, hut refers 
congress to the annual report of Com- 
missioner Bixby, which is a very elab- 
0 *ate and 
comprehensive document. 
Neither does the Secretary make any 
recommendations as to what may be 
needed in the way* of legislation. 
With reference to Indian Territory 
he concerns himself chiefly with min­ 
eral m atters. 
As to enrollment and 
allotment, the secretary rem arks that 
much progress was made during the 
1 ist fiscal year. 
Especially has much 
been accomplished during the past year 


in the way of locating those recalcit­ 
rant Indians who would not voluntarily 
select allotments of land and making 
arbitrary allotments to them, he says, 
“ so as to include such simple improve­ 
ments as they had. 
The names of per­ 
sons who died a t a date too early to be 
entitled to allotments have been weed­ 
ed from the rolls, and where allot­ 
ments had been selected for them they 
have been canceled.” 
The number of contested cases dis­ 
posed of during the year was 3,f)80, and 
the number of patents and deeds pre­ 
pared in the office of the Commissioner 
20,232. 
The Secretary says an earnest 
effort is being made to complete the 
rolls by March 4.

Some days ago the News stated the 
M. K. & T. Ry. was planning to make 
extensive improvements on the road-bed 
of the Atoka-Oklahoma branch. 
That work is in full swing now. right 
in th*' corporate lim itsof the city. Train 
j >ads of decomposed granite are being 
brought to Ada over the Frisco from 
quartes at Lester, I. T., and dumped on 
the M. K. AT, tracks from the north 
side of town to a distance of five miles 
south.

Victoria, B. C.—The discovery of a 
tribe whose members had never seen 
white men has been made by Capt. 
Klinkenbcrg of the whaler Olga on 
Prince Albert Land, in 
the 
Arctic 
ocean. 
Last winter, when his vessel was in 
tile ice near Prince Albert Land. Klin- 
keuberg. accompanied by an Eskimo, 
started inland on a hunting trip. 
He 
went 250 
miles 
northeast, 
finding 
traces of people. 
Capt. Klinkenbcrg 
came up 
with 
150 or more. They came toward him, 
armed with copper knives and bows 
and arrow’s. 
He pointed a rifle at 
them. 
One advanced alone and 
the 
captain laid down his rifle, the native 
putting down his weapons. 
They be­ 
came friendly, and, by means of signs, 
Klinkenbcrg learned that, other than 
one old woman who came from Prince 
William Land, they had never seen 
white mon previously. 
He visited the village and found 600 
people, all of whom lived by hunting 
and fishing. They used the most prim­ 
itive utensils, fashioned from hone 
and native copper. 
Their dress was 
not like that of other Eskimos, 
but 
similar to that of the Greenland na­ 
tives, made of 
softly 
tanned 
skins 
sewed with deer sinews. 
Their winter houses were of sod, 
with an inner lining of skins, and dif­ 
ferent in shape from those of other 
known tribes. 
They were nomadic. 
The only arctic 
article

brought from civilization was a piece 
of steel, evidently from some ship, 
which was converted into a spear­ 
head.

Sound W aves Are Transmitted W ith 
Living Body as an Agent. 


San Francisco.—Before a number of 
medical men and scientists Hrs. Albert 
J. Atkins and E. J. Lewis have suc­ 
ceeded in charging an electrical circuit 
with human electricity to such a de­ 
gree that external sound waves were 
transmitted and heard through an or­ 
dinary telephone receiver. 
The experiment consisted of the 
application of two platinum electrodes 
to the walls of the living stomach. By 
means of copper wires the electrodes 
were co n n o ted with a telephone and 
microphone. 
There was no mechan­ 
ical or chemical battery in the circuit, 
yet the moment the electrodes were 
swallowed sufficiently to touch the 
walls of the stomach human electric­ 
ity flowed over the wires, rendering 
sounds audible. 
Tile electric charge 
measured from seven to eight milli­ 
volts.

HITCHCOCK'S REPORT DOES 


NOT RECOMMEND MUCH 


Washington, Dec, 12—In his annual 


report just made public, Secretary 
Hitchcock scarcely more than alludes 
to the work of enrollment and allot- 
ment in Indian Territory, but refers 
congress to the annual report of Com- 
missioner Bixby, -which is a very elab- 
orate and comprehensive document. 
Neither does the Secretary make any 
recommendations as to what may be 
needed in the way» of legislation. 


With reference to Indian Territory 


he concerns himself chiefly with min- 
eral matters. As to enrollment and 
allotment, the secretary remarks that 
much progress was made during the 
1 ist fiscal year. 
Especially has much 


been accomplished during the past year 


in the way of locating these recalcit- 
rant Indians who would not voluntarily 
select allotments of land and making 
arbitrary allotments to them, he says, 
"so as to include such simple improve- 
ments as they had. The names of per- 
sons who died at a date too early to be 
entitled to allotments have been weed- 
ed from the rolls, and where allot- 
ments had been selected for them they 
have been canceled," 


The number of contested cases dis- 


posed of duiing the year was_3,580, and 
the number of patents and deeds pre- 
pared in the office of the Commissioner 
20,232. The Secretary says an earnest 
effort isbeing made to complete the 
rolls by March 4.

SHEEP MARROW SAVES 


TRANSFERRED FROM ANIMAL TO 


A MAN'S LEG. 


Remarkable Operation Performed In a 


New York Hospital and Patient 


Is 
Recovering — Accident 


Necessitates Treatment. 


New York.—That he has the use of 


hl3 risht leg. Paul Monk. 47 years old, 
of Brooklyn, owes thanks to a healthy 
sheep which gave up its life for him. 
Monk is now in a hospital recovering 
from a remarkable operation. 
After 


his case had puzzled physicians for 
months it was discovered that the 
marrow of the bone of his right leg. 
from the hip to the knee, had entirely 
disappeared. The bone was , hollow 
and brittle and would probably have 
broken to bits in a short time, thus 
necessitating amputation of the limb. 
His physician had to perform the only 
operation which would save the bone, 
The Infusion of the marrow of a living 
animal Into human bone 
has 
been 


done. It is said, only a few times be- 
fore, and never attempted on such a 
large scale as in Monk's case. Monk 
Injured his leg while in bathing. He 
regarded it as 'a slight bruise at the 
time. In a few days, however, he be- 
gan to suffer from It. 
When he was a small boy he broke 


the leg. and at various times since 
then he has had pains in it. 
Monk 


was advised to go to a hospital for 
treatment. 
When told that only the Introduc- 


tion into his bone ot the marrow of 
an animal would save his leg and 
perhaps his life. Monk said he was 
willing to have 'the attempt made. 


Five weeks ago the operation was 


performed. 
An incision nine inches 


long was made in tlie leg. baring the 
bone. 
The sheep was brought alive 


Into the operating room and while it 
was still living marrow was extracted 
from its bone and skilfully Inserted 
Into the hollow bone ot the patient. 


Rapidity and tender handling of the 


tissue to prevent it from disintegrat- 
ing were the prime retiulsities. The 
bone was filled with marrow, the 
wound closed and the sheep put out of 
Its suffering, all within three-quarters 
of an hoar. At the end of two weeks 
he was Improving.

SHORE OF SEA OF COAL. 


Popular Belief Regarding Boulders at 


Rock City, N. Y. 


New York.—In 
the 
southwestern 


part of New York state, among the 
foothills of the Alleghany mountains 
there stands a cluster of giant and 
ancient rocks, locally named 
Rock 


City. 
The foundation of the city is 2,340 


feet above the tidewater of the sea 
The great rocks, broken into huge 
cubical blocks, having vertical faces 
20 to 40 feet square, are piled one up 
on another to the height of 100 feet 
whose summit looks down 1,000 fee 
Into the valley that stretches miles 
and miles away Into the distance. 


It is the popular bellet that theai 


great rocks were thrown up and frac 
Hired In some 
ancient 
earthquake 


movement and that the great frosts o 
the terrific age ot ice gradually push 
ed the rocks away from each other 
forming similitudes of houses, dun 
geons, streets and alleys, after thr 
rude fashion of a city. In the vlclnit; 
these vast rocks are spread over ai 
area of more than 100 acres, while ii 
smaller blocks and In fewer number 
they are scattered over a larger terr! 
tory in Pennsylvania. 


Among the curious things connected 


with these rocks is their formation 
which is called In geology the clean 
conglomerate. It consists of.alternat 
layers, or strata, ot sandstone and th 
conglomerate. All through the con 
glomerate are embedded millions 
smooth, egg-shaped pebbles, from 
pea In size to that of a goose egg. Th 
appearance of the clean-conglomerat 
is conclusive evidence that it wa 
formed when the waters surged abou 
It during unnumbered ages in con 
slant waves and 
shifting 
currents

as it marks the northwester 


limits ot the great coal fields and th 
Immense oil pools of Pennsylvania, 
is morally certain that these bow 
ders at Rock City stood on the shore 
of a vast carboniferous sea when n 
ture, with her tropical vegetation, wa 
aying the foundation of the unsu 
massed mineral wealth of the state 
Pennsylvania.

HUMAN ELECTRICAL TELEPHONE 


Bound Waves Are Transmitted With 


Living Body as an Agent. 


San Francisco.—Before a number of 


medical men and scientists Drs. Albert 
J. Atkins and E. J. Lewis have suc- 
ceeded In charging an electrical circuit 
with human electricity to such a de- 
gree that external sound waves were 
transmitted and heard through an or- 
dinary telephone receiver. 


The experiment consisted of the 


application of two platinum electrodes 
to the walls of the living stomach. By 
means of copper wires the electrodes 
were connected with a telephone and 
microphone. There was no mechan- 
ical or chemical battery In the circuit, 
;yet tho moment the electrodes were 
swallowed 
sufficiently to touch the 


walls of the stomach human electric- 
ity flowed over the wires, rendering 
sounds audible. The electric charge 
measured from seven to eight milli- 
volts.

TRIBE NEVER SAW WHITE MEN. 


Whaler Finds Strange People In In- 


terior of Arctic Island.- 


Victoria, B. C.—The discovery of a 


tribe whose members had never seen 
white men has been made by Capt. 
Klinkenberg of the whaler Olga on 
Prince Albert Land, in 
the 
Arctic 


ocean. 
Last winter, when his vessel was in 


the Ice near Prince Albert Land. Klln- 
kenberg, accompanied by an Eskimo, 
started Inland on a hunting trip. He 
went 250 miles northeast, 
finding 


traces of people. 


Capt. Klinkenberg came up with 


150 or more. They came toward him, 
armed with copper knives and bowa 
and arrows. 
He pointed a rifle at 


them. One advanced alone and 
the 


captain laid down his rifle, the native 
putting down his weapons. . They be- 
came friendly, and, by means of signs, 
Kllnkenherg learned that, other than 
one old woman who came from Prince 
William Land, they had never seen 
white men previously. 


He visited the village and found 609 


people, all of whom lived by hunting 
and fishing. They used the most prim- 
itive "utensils, fashioned from bone 
and native copper. Their dress was 
not like that ot other Eskimos, but 
similar to that of the Greenland na- 
tives, made of softly 
tanned 
skins 


sewed with deer sinews. 
Their winter houses were of sod, 


with an inner lining of skins, and dif- 
ferent in shape from those of other 
known tribes. 
They were nomadic. 


The only arctic 
article' seemingly 


brought from civilization was a piece 
ot steel, evidently from some ship, 


houses, surrounded by small patches no proper stream to carry a ^ly, and, 
of cultivation, behind which rise the

Scientists Helped In Estimates of the 


Earth's Age by Radium. 


London.—Sir Robert Ball said In a 


lecture at the Bishopgate Institute 
that the discovery of radium had gone 
a long way toward solving an Impor- 
tana controversy between mathmati- 
clans and geologists. 


Lord Kelvin calculated from what 


was then known about the earth's In- 
ternal heat that not more than 20,- 
000,000 years ago "the surface was so 
hot water could not rest on it and the 
oceans were 
vaporous." 
Geologists 


contended that it must have taken 
800,000,000 years for the rocks to form 
and reach thair present condition. The 
mathematicians revised Kelvin's fig- 
ures and said he was right. 


Now It appears that 
the earth's 


crust contains a considerable quantity 
ot radium, which is forever pouring 
out heat at a great rate. "This being 
the case," Sir Robert reasons, "the 
date at which the earth first became 
cool enough for life must have been 
sufficiently remote to give geologists 
all the 800,000^00 years they demand 
to account for phenomena they 
have 


found."

It was 
here that a Mr. Kennedy killed his 68- 
ponnder not to many years ago, and 
every Aaro fisherman, when he hooks 
a heavy flsh, hopes for something over 
50 pounds. Treble gut Is a necessity, 
and probably more lines have been 
broken, and more salmon-fishermen 
left, for the time, despondent, on the 
banks of Aaro than on any other salm- 
on river In the whole of more or less 
accessible Scandinavia. In this com- 
parison I rule out rivers like the Tana, 
In the extreme north, where salmon 
have been caught (and lost) like trout 
In numbers and like porpoises for size.

SWEEPING ORDER RESERVING 


LANDS FROM ALLOTMENT 


Muskogee, I. T., Dec. 13.—Over two- 


thirds of the Choctaw nation and 26 
townships in the Cherokee nation have 
been withdrawn from allotment by tel- 
egraphic orders from the secretary of 
interior. The Choctaw land office and 
the land division of the Dawes commis- 
sion is practically paralyzed on account 
of it, and many large towns in both na- 
tions may have the life squeezed out of 
them if th» order stands. 


The land withdrawn in the Cherokee 


nation includes the Ozark and the Wau- 
hilla clubs and extends from the Ark- 
ansas line west to within six miles of 
Tahlequah. No explanation has been 
received by Commissioner Bixby except 
the telegrams from the department and 
a map on which the territory withdrawn 
from allotment wa» indicated by blue 
pencil drawing, and the notation lines 
showing land to be withdrawn from al- 
lotment on account of th« Jack Gordon 
game preserve and the forestry reserve. 


Three days ago when a telegram 


came ordering all of the timber land 
withdrawn that lies south and esst of 
the Kiamachi river, the Choctaw nation 
was stunned. But the order that came 
yesterday ia twice as sweeping. 
It 


reaches out from the Arkansas bound- 
ary aad takes in two-thirds of the Choc- 
taw nation, including hundreds of miles 
of railroads and dozens of towns to 
which it means ruin if the land sur- 
rounding cannot be allotted and settled. 
There are 159 townships in the Choctaw 
nation and 26 in the Cherokee, making 
a total of 4,262,400 acres. Untold com- 
plications may arise from this order. If 


the Indians who have selected allot/-' 
ments in the designated area are not 
allowed to hold them, there will not be 
enough unallotted land in the remainder 
of the Choctaw and all of the Chicka- 
saw nation to file them on. There m 
doubt expressed if the executive branch- 
es of the government can make such ma 
order stand without congressional legis- 
lation. This means a national diseiw- 
sion and investigation, and even if th* 
order is.rescinded in the future, it 
means an interminable delay in settling 
the allottments, and the hnndredsof In- 
dians in the prescribed territory 
an 


clamoring for the land which is their*.

"Football Fines" a 


Promising Winter Came, 


Is Intended to Develop Poise, Expand 


the Chest and Produce Quickness 


of Eye and Leg. 


I suppose there- ts not a person liv- 


ing who would not like to be quick 
on his less, quick with his eye. supple, 
poised and with fine chest expansion, 
writes Mr. ISusttxce Miles, the British 
champion covered court lawn tennis 
player. In this article I want to sug- 
gest a means to that end. All that is 
needed is a b:xlt ;imi a wall. 


The b:ill should be sort, and, prefer- 


ably, large, like an association foot- 
ball. 
The wall should have marked 


on It n piny line, above which the ball 
must be kicked. Tlie play line should 
be at least two feet six inches above 
the floor, 


On the floor should be a line from 


the middle of the front wall, dividing 
the court Into sections, and another 
lino some little distance from 
the 


front wall and parallel to the 
front 


wall. 


The player who begins the pame 


must kirk the ball (by a drop or place 
kick) onto the wall above the play 
line so that It pitches between the 
wall and the cross court line. This, 
which corresponds to the service of 
lawn tennis. Is to be alternately from 
section 1>. to pitch into section A, antl 
fiom section C, to pitch into section 
B. 


The other player Ins to kick the 


ball, before it has 
bounded 
twloe. 


back onto the front wall above the 
play line, but the ball need not now 
pitch between the wall and the cross 
court line. 
It must pitch between the 


wall and another line, further baolc, 
called the bo'.imlary line. K it goes 
beyond tho boundary hue, or beyoml 
either side boundary Ime, it la "out." 
and the kicker loses the rally. 


I have purposely refrained 
from 


Or a corner can be used, where two 


walls meet. In this case there will be 
play off the side wall. 


Or a room can bo used. In this 


case there will be play off the side 
walls nnd the back wall. Any empty 
stable or barn lends Itself for play. 


The advantages of the game are ob- 


vious. 


First, there is the "court" nil ready; 


a wall will suffice, and walls in 
the 


city are like trees in the country. 


Second, the piny Is cheap. A ball 


will last for a long time. 


Third, the play is simple. 
Fourth, there Is fun and sport. This 


is important. A business man before 
or after his office hours 
does 
not 


much care to skip or Jump or run or 
do Swedish drill or spring grip dumb 
bell exercises. 
The things may be 


hygienic, but they are not attractive. 
He 
wants 
play. He wants excite- 


ment. He wants sport. 


Fifth, there is the magnificent train- 


ing for many of the most important 
muscles of the body. 


Think how the liver and stomach 


are "massaged" by the raising of the 
legs; walking will not do this. Think 
how 
the 
"wind" is improved, and 


with the breathing, how the whole 
health Is benefited. 
Think how the 


toes and ankles and 
legs 
become 


quick and lithe and strong. 
Think 


how the 
whole 
leg 
Is developed. 


Think of tlie training of the clumsy 
left leg In particular. 
Think of 
the 


grand practice in poise; in< the rapid 
recovery ot balance. 
Think of the 


control needed. 
Think also of the 


splendid training of the eye. 


Altogether, the 
game, 
varied by 


hand lives with a smaller ball, bills 
fair to become most popular when 
once it has been fairly tried. 


Only, ordinary players must 
be- 


ware of starting the exercise too vio- 
lently. 


With this proviso, I commend the 


new sport to all \\lio want to be in the

the ball not ouly full (on the volley) 
or when It has bounced once, but also 
before It has bounced three times. Ex- 
perts must take the ball before It has 
bounced twice, 


The scoring1 ran be for five points a 


game or for 15 points a game. The 
weaker player should have a handi- 
cap, starting with as many points—• 
say two—as will make the game even, 


When one player gets In the way 


of the other so as to prevent hla hav- 
Jng a fair kick, there should be a "let" 
—i. e., tha point should be played out 
again. 


Only the server scores. The play- 


er who Is taking the service. It he 
loses a point, lets his opponent—the 
server—score one ace. If he wins a 
point he puts him pelf "In" to serve. 


In fact, the game Is like hand fives, 


only It is played with the feet instead 
of wtth the hands, and is adapted for 
beginners. 


Instead, of a "single," in which two 


players meet, there can be a "dou- 
ble" or "four," In which two pairs 
meet. 
Any plain wall caa\be used; for ex- 


Ample, the side wall of a button* 


prefer such an interesting and social 
moans of becoming "fit."

KICKERS IN GREAT DEMAND. 


Coaches Will Pay Much Attention to 


This Position in 1907". 


Coaches are agreeing that when the 


season of 1907 begins, more attention 
must be paid to kicking than has been 
the custom in the past. The fact that 
they concede the importance of the 
kicking game should not be lost sight 
of by the youngsters who are in the 
various prep schools throughout the 
country. 


They will become the great players 


of the future, and the earlier that they 
adapt themselves to the requirements 
of football as it is likely to be placed 
for some years to come, tlie better 
they will succeed when they make 
actual effort to find places on various 
teams. 


Not only should young players prac- 


tice kicking to the best of their abili- 
ty, but It Is also incumbent that they 
devote plenty of time to catching 
punts. 
Fumblera and muff era will 


be looked upon askance another sea- 
son. The coaches have seen so many 
of them up to the present time that 
they are beside themselves with an- 
noyance, because, of the 
weakness 


of some of their most valued men in 
that respect. Hereafter there is likely 
to be a regular drill for everybody In 
catching punts as much as there la 
one In carrying the ball.

BILLIARD 
WONDER. 


George-Button Master of Many Men 


Not Handicapped aa He ts. 


The most Interesting character iden- 


Ifled with the game of billiards is 
George H, Sutton, the handless ex- 
pert. 


Considering his physical limitation* 


its skill is more remaruabie than that 
of nny -other billiard player, past or 
present. 


OC all the thousands of persons who 


play the game in various parts of the 
world there are not more than eight, 
f there are that many, who are his 
equals. 


He plays all the games in which 


the billiard cue la a factor, with amaz- 
ng ability. His comprehension of all 


Sutton In Action, 


styles of bijliards corresponds to that 
of Jake Schaefer, and his execution 
presents extremes of delicacy 
and 


force which the wizard cannot excel 
In no sense a specialist, he executes 
all classes of shots from 
a 
simple 


carom to the masse, does exquisite 
work on the rail, playing from 100 to 
00 or no count, and has made aver- 
ages as high as 60 at elghteen-inch 
balk line: makes close draws and fol- 
lows with raro neatness and precision; 
nvariably attempts the right shot and 
directs every effort with a view of ob- 
taining favorable position. 


Sutton is thirty-five years of age 


and a resident of Milwaukee. When 
but eight years of age he lost both 
hands by coming iu contact with a cir- 
cular saw. 


A great deal of hla playing ia done 


by using the bridge, and the skill with 
which he removes the bridge and han- 
dles his cue Is amazing. When the 
ball ia close to the rail he rests the 
CUD on the rail and guides it with the 
left arm and makes the stroke with 
the right. 


In making the masse shot he re- 


verses the system used by other play- 
ers. Instead of having the stroke arm 
up above and the "bridge down near 
the bulls lie makes a bridge over his 
shoulder nml has the stroke arm down 
near the balls. 


When asked for a few pointers on 


the fine points of the game and tho 
means by which an amateur might 
accomplish the best results, Sutton 
stated the stroke Is the first Important 
feature, the second Is the draw and 
follow and the third single cushion 
iliots. These should be practiced con- 
stantly by the amateur, and In a short 
time he will get surprising, results.
